HOME PROTECTION 

The new home protection bill introduced in 
the legislature is not distinctively a Social Cre- 
dit measure and is not a step in that direction. 
Rather the contrary. If dividends were being 
distributed, such protective legislation would 
not be necessary. With that increase in net cash 
monthly income, the home-owner would be able 
to take care of himself. The bill is one such as

If foreclosure is allowed, the money will be 
handed over to the debtor. It will not thus 
be worth while to foreclose unless the property 
has a certain value of $2,000 more than the 
amount of the mortgage. City property will 
have to go up decisively in value before there can 
be many foreclosures under these conditions.

It aims to 
keep the farmer on his land and the town home- 
owner with a roof over his head, despite the

Up in the Peace River Block they have a 
good-sized town—its official name is the Cor- 
poration of the Village of Dawson Creek—that 
not only can boast of being free of debt of any 
kind but has cash in the bank, a surplus in its 
current budget, and every prospect of further 
surpluses, 

The people of Dawson Creek have a simple 
explanation of their happy financial position in 
this day of bankrupt municipalities, ruinous in- 
terest charges «and unbearable taxes. 

“We have no debt because we never went in 
debt. We live within our means. We pay as we 
go. If we can't pay we do without.” 

Dawson Creek also makes the mild boast 
that there are few municipalities in Canada that 
can show a relatively greater measure of pro- 
gress than it has made since its corporation. 

Dawson Creek needs better fire protection 
than it has at the moment and is moving to get 
it. But the commissioners and the ratepayers 
themselves are a unit in their determination to 
get only what they can pay for. 

It is a wise policy and we wish Dawson Creek 
luck in adhering to it. Down here it seems almost 
too good to be true.—Vancouver Sun. 


PENSIONS 

There were two points worth observing in 
a recent unfinished House of Commons debate 
on old age pensions when the question of lower- 
ing the qualifying age to 65 years was discussed. 

One was that no one participating opposed 
such a reduction in principle. Even the minister 
of finance said only that he would prefer to 
change the system to one which would be purely 
national and that the British contributory feat- 
ure be introduced by which anyone contribut- 
ing to the fund could get their pension earlier 
and in larger amount than those who made no 
contribution. 

The other point worthy of note was Mr. 
Dunning’s statement that a full half of all Cana- 


| dian citizens over the age of 70 are receiving old 


age pensions. And if the advertising of insurance 
companies is correct then a very large additional 
percentage is dependent on relatives or friends. 

That one-half of all persons over 70 are de- 
pendent on old age pension bespeaks a condition 
that should be remedied. Even making allow- 
ances for the certainty that these last seven or 
eight years have wiped out the savings of quite 
a few and have reduced the incomes of families 
until they are unable to support their elders 
without resort to the pension, the proportion is 
far too high—so high it cannot be due wholly to 
improvidence, but must be due to inability of 
the economic machine to provide incomes high 


“enough on which to save sufficient for old age.

MR. MEIGHEN FOR UNIFICATION 

Senator Meighen’s speech in favor of railway 
amalgamation is a political event of first import- 
ance. He is the Conservative leader in the Senate 
and his new declaration of policy—for that is 
what his speech amounts to—comes immediately 
after Mr. Bennett’s announcement of his retire- 
ment. Senator Beaubien, Conservative from 
Montreal, had previously begun the advocacy 
of amalgamation, and Senator Black, Conserva- 
tive from New Brunswick, gave notice, follow- 
ing Senator Meighen’s speech, that he would 
move for the appointment of a special committee 
to investigate the “railway problem.” 

With Mr. Bennett virtually out, there has 
apparently gone with him the declaration of 
policy, “competition ever, amalgamation never,’ 
which he made at Brandon in the election cam- 
paign of 1930. Or is it that the right wing of the 
party is attempting to secure the acceptance of 
the amalgamation policy in advance of the nat- 
ional convention a few months hence? The Con- 
servative party, in any case, will have to accept 
the responsibility for the attitude which the Con- 
servative Senators are taking in favor of rail~vay 
“unification” under private control. 

Mr. Meighen says that amalgamation is just 
as feasible in Canada as in Great Britain, where 
the numerous railways were merged a few 
years ago into four railways serving different 
regions. Nothing of the kind is suggested here. 
What is proposed is one gigantic private railway 
system covering the whole country-—a huge cor- 
poration wielding a dominant influence in the 
country. 

When Mr. Meighen speaks of the Canadian 
National railway costing the country $100,000,000 
a year under Sir Henry Thornton, he might 
also state that during that period the deficit 
steadily dwindled and vanished in one year, and 
that the large yearly expenditure was for im- 
proving and building up the Canadian National 
into a first class system, some of the credit for 
which was openly and proudly claimed by Con- 
servative leaders in parliament in the prosperous 
years before the depression.—Winnipeg Free 
Press. 


BRITISH LABOR ALARMED BY MOSCOW, 

The Independent Labor party in Britain— 
coming next to the Communists as the most rad- 
ical political and economic group in the country 
has handed a message to the Soviet ambassador 
in London telling him that the trials now going 
on in Moscow are “barbarous injustice” and are 
doing tremendous harm in other countries to the 
idea of a “classless society and to the better day 
of Socialism.” Continues the “petition” from the 
Independent Labor party to the Soviet Minister: 

“We know that in Britain executions by fir- 
ing squads and the suicides have only served to 
paralyze working class opinion on behalf of the 
U.S.S.R. and to strengthen immeasurably the 
hands of the Chamberlains and the Halifaxes in 
their moves to isolate the Soviet union, 

“In the name of the victory and unity of the 
workers of all lands, we call upon you to stop 
these trials and killings, to empty Soviet prisons 
of workers now languishing in them and restore 
the U.S.S.R. to its rightful place—the vanguard 
of humanity marching towards a free, classless 
society and to the better day of Socialism.” 

Speaking in parliament, Prime Minister 
Chamberlain denied evidence given at Moscow 
that Britain had been engaged in any “spy” 
agreement with Russia not to meddle in internal 
affairs and this agreement was being carefully 
observed by Britain, Mr. Chamberlain said.

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Your Heal 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

A cough is one of the protective measures of 
the body, serving a useful purpose in getting rid 
of irritating material. It may be acute as seen in 
colds, acute bronchitis and influenza, or it may 
take place at any time of day or may be present 
only in the morning and during the night. The 
act of coughing may be productive in the sense 
that it is accomplishing the removal of foreign 
material present in the upper breathing passes; 
or it may be unproductive in the sense that it is 
dry and is not “raising” any material. A good 
example of this latter type of cough is the quick, 
dry cough seen at the start of a cold, also the dry 
cough which is due to nervousness or duc to 
habit. ¢ 

A cough may occur only occasionally or on 
the other hand it may be repeated so often that 
the patient is coughing much of the time. When 
persistent it will break into the sleeping time, 
cause much irritation and “tickling” of the 
throat, and will produce soreness of the muscles 
of the throat .and chest. 

A cough is correstly regarded as only a symp- 
tom, however, this symptom is produced from a 
wide variety of causes. The acute disorders af- 
fecting the breathing passages are the most 
common causes. As these respiratory troubles 
increase during cold or wet weather, they are 
responsible for the annual crop of coughs seen 
during winter or the late winter season. Colds, 
acute bronchitis, influenza, tonsilitis, laryngitis, 
acute pleurisy and the pneumonias are respons- 
ible for many coughs. 

As a general rule the coughs due to acute 
disorders clear up satisfactorily within a week or 
two. Such coughs are frequently tight and dry at 
first but later become locse. When the air pas- 
sages are acutely inflamed, the cells which se- 
crete mucus tend to throw it out much more 
freely than usual, and the cough removes this 
excessive amount of mucus which may, or may 
not, be mixed with pus. 

A cough is frequently found in some of the 
infectious disorders of children such as measles, 
whooping cough, and so on. One of the strange 
things about a cough is that it may be produced 
as the result of an abscess within the ear, or the 
presence of hardened wax within the ear canal. 
It may also be produced reflexly by a disease 
affecting the stomach or liver. Coughing may 
accompany certain types of heart trouble. 

Chronic coughs are most commonly due to 
chronic bronchitis, chronic catarrh, or tubercu- 
losis. However, in some patients they are “habit” 
coughs and there is no underlying pathology re- 
sponsible for them. 

When a patient has had a cough for some 
time, I suggest that the chest be examined with 
the X-ray as this is helpful in finding the cause. 
The best treatment of a chronic cough is removal 
of the cause. 

In the acute cases, the cough is usually self- 
limited and will disappear with a reasonable 
time after the disappearance of the primary in- 
fection or inflammation. Patients with these 
acute coughs should be kept warm at all times. 
When there is any fever, rest in bed is advisable. 
Baking the chest with a deep-therapy light is 
helpful in relieving soreness or tightness. The 
patient should use a fruit juice fast for a few 
days, taking at least one enema daily while on 
the fruit juice feedings. Sipping hot lemonade 
flavored with honey is sometimes helpful for its 
soothing effect. 

In chronic cases where the cough hangs on, 
every effort should be made to find the under- 
lying cause and remove it. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: Mr. C. G. N. states: “I am a 
careful reader of your newspaper column and 
am asking you to kindly inform me if the plant 
called Dulce which grows on the coastal sea- 
covered rocks near Vancouver contains iodine? 
It is dry-cured and is eagerly sought as a relish 
by many people for its pleasant saline qualities.” 
ANSWER: I believe you. are referring to 
dulse, which includes any of several coarse, red 
seaweeds used as food in Scotland, Iceland and 
other northern countries. This plant is a partic- 
ularly good source of food iodine. I am glad to 
know you enjoy my health articles. 
QUESTION: Bertram K. writes: “Can I 
build a strong, healthy body using a diet of 
fruits and vegetables, or do I need meat? Also 
are any of the fruits and vegetables fattening?” 
ANSWER: I suggest that in addition to the 
fruit and vegetables, you use meat in reasonable 
quantities. Although it is possible for you to 
secure your protein from such sources as nuts, 
cheese, peas, etc., this will make it much more 
difficult for you to work out a balanced diet to 
follow. The average person seems to get along 
the best and to enjoy the maximum of health 
while using meat regularly, taking between one- 
fourth and one-half pound per day. Most fruits 
could not be considered “fattening,” although 
any one using an abundance of avocados might 
gain. Potatoes are commonly classed with the 
fattening foods, although when compared with 
bread, they contain less starch than the latter 
and hence could not be considered as likely to 
add weight as bread or any of the other products 
made from cereals. Dried figs and dates might 
also be put in the class of foods likely to add 
weight; however, on account of their extremely 
sweet taste the average person would become 
satiated before he used enough of them to affect 


his weight appreciably.

CALGARY, March 15—A brief 
Grging unification of the three 
Prairie provinces under one gov- 
ernment will be presented to the 
Rowell royal commission by the
